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Centennial Program Launched 
For Alexander Campbell Library 


The Beginning— 


Alumni Organizing To Help 
Provide $400,000 Fund 


On Monday the freshmen arrived as 
usual, found their way to old Main, 
stood in line first at one door, then at 
another; gradually shed their timidity 
as they made their first college ac- 
quaintanceships. On Tuesday the foo- 
ball squad worked itself into a grime 
in the heat and dust of a belated sum- 
mer day. On Thursday familiar cries 
and laughter rang unsupressed on the 
Corridor 


as upper classmen greeted 
each other, excitedly exchanged the 
news of summer vacations. Co-eds 


collided with carpenters as they moved 
into the new dormitory, and on Friday 
the old bell called the students to their 
classes. Bethany had opened its doors 
as usual. 

As usual? Ina way, yes. But there 
is also an air of the unusual permeat- 
ing the customary pattern of life on 
the Hill these days. It could not be 
otherwise in the centennial year of an 
institution. The last chapter is written 
in the record of a century; the first 
chapter planned for the next century. 
The ghosts of great men crowd closely; 
dreams for a future worthy of the past 
begin to take shape. 

Those close to these events feel them 
profoundly, Bethany believes that you, 
too, will be stirred by the happenings 
of the centennial year. 

On October |, 1839, Alexander 
Campbell made an important announce- 
ment, In the Millennial Harbinger he 
outlined his plans for a ‘New Insti- 
tution’ to supply the need for educa- 
tion in the wild new country in which 
he had laid his work. So began the 
first century of the Bethany College we 
know and love. 

On October 1, 1939, President W. 
H. Cramblet made an announcement. 
Heralding a new era of development 
for the new century, it revealed plans 
for a centennial building program, with 
the Alexander Campbell Memorial 
Library as the principal feature. 


Even before the announcement was 
made public, preliminary work was un- 
der way on one of the greatest forward 
movements ever undertaken by the col- 
lege—a campaign for $400,000, of 
which one-half is intended for building 
and equipping a library that will meet 
the requirements of the college for 
many years to come, and one-half for 
improvements to existing buildings and 


grounds. May I], 1940, a few weeks

The Why of It 


The new library will serve two broad 
purposes. As a memorial to Alexander 
Campbell it will do much to bring the 
founder of the college back to the cam- 
pus as an ever-present influence in the 
life of the college. _ Particularly so be- 
cause his literary works, his personal 
library, documents and papers cencern- 
ing his life and work, various portraits 
and busts of him and historical relics 
will be preserved in what will be known 
as the Alexander Campbell Room. 

In its functional aspect it will carry 
out the modern conception of the 
library as an “educational workshop” 
where, in an attractive and stimulating 
environment, professors may guide their 
students to the sources of knowledge 


in a process in which “learning” has 
largely supplanted “‘teaching.”’ 
The inadequacies of the present 


library, built in 1908, hav ebeen felt 
increasingly with the shift of emphasis 
in teaching methods toward more refer- 
ence work, which, together with the 
growth of the student body, has result- 
ed in an increase of fifty per cent in the 
use of the various library services in 
the last three years. Study rooms, 
seminar rooms, additional book and

The need of a fireproof structure has 
been emphasized by growth of the col- 
lection of historical documents, books 
and other material, the destruction of 
which would be an irreparable loss; by 
the policy of such foundations as the 
Carnegie Corporation to aid _ only 
libraries that have fireproof housing 
and by the unfavorable insurance terms 
for a non-fireproof building and _ its 
contents. 

The other phase of the building pro- 
gram is concerned with modernization 
and improvement work such as: 

Alterations to the Main Building, in- 
cluding completion of the corridor 
reconstruction and creation of class- 
rooms and faculty offices. 

Completion of Rine Fields to provide 
adequate facilities for recreation, phy- 
sical education and athletics. 


Campus improvements including 
parking areas, walks, grading and 
landscaping. 


Although the item is not included in 
the objectives of the building program, 
it is also hoped that out of interest 
created by the centennial will come 
provision for necessary housing facil- 
ities for both men and women students. 


The How of It 


A careful study of the needs of the 
college and thoughtful planning for the 
future have gone into the Centennial 
Program. This is the only occasion of 
equal significance that will occur in the 
lifetime of the present alumni and 
friends of Bethany. To them the col- 
lege commits this undertaking, confi- 
dent that they will be proud to have a 
worthy part in it. 

Organization is the first step toward 
realization of our aims. In order that 
contributions may go for the purpose 
for which they are intended witt least 
loss for operating costs, a volunteer 
campaign corps is being formed. Its 
activities will extend to alumni in about 
forty centers, to members of the Dis- 
ciples of Christ over a wide area and to 
individuals whose only connection with 
the college is their interest in the type 
of work it is doing. The plan of organ- 
ization provides for a committee in 
each alumni center, headed by an alum- 
nus chairman and an alumna associate 
chairman. Their efforts will be co- 
ordinated by the Centennial Office at 
the college, which will also issue pub- 
licity and supply working materials. 


The Who of It 


Numerous alumni, some of them vet- 
erans of previous service, others men 
and women of recent classes who are 
full of enthusiasm to help the school 
that helped them, have already accept- 
ed places of service in the Centennial 
Program. 

At the head of them is a tried and 
trusted leader, W. S. Wilkin, ’12, chair- 
man of the board of trustees, who has

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New Dormitory For Women 
Is Latest Addition 


Gateway Hall is an Attractive 
Campus Unit 


The newest addition to the equip- 
ment at Bethany College is Gateway 
Hall which has been built to take care 
of women students for this year. The 
enrollment for women in the college 
had been temporarily closed late in 
June pending the decision of the Board 
of Trustees to open a new residence 
hall. The Trustees voted to construct 
a new dormitory at the place where 
Professor J. J. Knight and Professor W. 
E. Boettcher had their homes. The 
two homes known to the older alumni 
as the Moos and Wynne houses have 
been joined and a new section con- 
structed. The new hall is situated on 
a natural trerrace to the right of Ogle- 
bay Gates and overlooks the site re- 
served for the fraternity quadrangle. 

The new dormitory will be the col- 
lege home for twenty-five girls in addi- 
tion to providing an apartment for the 
faculty resident, also, reading rooms 
and a recreation lounge. The rooms 
are attractive and have been furnished 
with new furniture to match that of 
Helwig House. 


Groups Visit Campus 

Rev. G. S. Bennett, pastor of the 
Christian Church, New Castle, Pa., and 
a former member of the Bethany Col- 
lege faculty, brought a large group of 
members and friends of the church for 
a picnic outing and a visit to the many 
historic points in and near Bethany. 

Rev. W. J. Lineback, former Bethany 
student, headed a large delegation of 
young people from his church in 
Chagrin Falls, Ohio. After proper 
attention was given to a fine picnic 
dinner on the campus, the group was 
shown through the college buildings, 
about the campus, and the Campbell 
Mansion. One member of the party 
was especially thrilled, Miss Jean Trible, 
a granddaughter of John Trible, a 
former president of Bethany College. 


A complete set of new pianos has 
been purchased for the Department of 
Music and these are now available for 
practice and instruction work. A beau- 
tiful grand piano has been installed in 
the studio of Professor Rush Carter and 
four new upright pianos have been put 
in the classrooms. 


Faculty News 


Professor Florence M. Hoagland, 
who attended the summer session at 
the University of Cambridge, England, 
returned to Bethany for the opening of 
the present semester. Miss Hoagland 
shared the experience of many Amer- 
icans who desired to return to their 
homeland after war had been declared 
in Europe. 


Several members of Bethany’s faculty 
were engaged in advanced study this 
summer, according to Dean Weimer’s 
report of faculty activties. 

Professor W. E. Boettcher of the 
physical education department studied 
at St. Lawrence University. 

Miss Blanche Burrow, in charge of 
physical education for women, was at 
Columbia University. 

Dr. R. H. Eliassen, head of the de- 
partment of Education, spent six weeks 
study at the Workshop at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. 

Professor J. J. Knight, head of de- 
partment of Physical Education, was 
taking advanced work at Ohio State 
University. 

Miss Margaret S. Sparks, who is in 
charge of secretarial training and com- 
mercial subjects, was at New York Uni- 
versity for the first term of the summer 
session. After returning to Bethany in 
August, Miss Sparks was seriously in- 
jured in an automobile accident. She 
is a patient in the Ohio Valley Hospital, 
Wheeling, and while her condition is 
improved, it will be necessary for her 
to remain there for some time. 

Professor Chandler Shaw was con- 
tinuing some research work in ancient 
history in the libraries of Cornell Uni- 
versity. 


From September 13 to 16 the mem- 
bers of the faculty were in session for 
the annual Faculty Seminar. The pro- 
gram was arranged by the Academic 
Council and it included several signf- 
cant papers which are related to the 
educational program here. In addition 
to the Bethany faculty members who 
participated there was a group of edu- 
cational specialists from the staff of the 
Co-operative Study of General Educa- 
tion who had a part in the program 
and discussion sessions, 


A recent isue of School and Society 
carried an item reporting that the stu- 
dent personnel activities and adminis- 
tration at Bethany would be co-ordi- 
nated this year in the Council of Guid- 
ance and Personnel. The announce- 
ment explained the purpose of the 
Council and said that it would be head- 
ed by Dean F. H. Kirkpatrick, who has 
been the chief personnel officer at 
Bethany since 1929. Other members 
of the council are to be Profesor Flor- 
ence M. Hoagland, Dean B. R. Weimer, 
Dr. S. S. Jacob, Mr. George C. Hettler, 
Executive Secretary in charge of finan- 
cial aids, and Reverend D. E. Stevenson.

Enrollment Summary 
Made By President 


President W. H. Cramblet recently 
summarized the enrollment totals for 
Bethany College for the past few years. 
Results show that this year will set a 
new high for “‘full time and full year” 
students. His summary also shows that 
during the past years the total enroll- 
ment for men has always been higher 
than that of the women. The greatest 
difference in the percentages of men 
and women students occurred in the 
schools years 1931-1932 and 1938- 
1939. Inthe former years 64% of the 
total enrollment were men and in the 
latter years 52% were men. Last year 
was the first year that the total college 
enrollment reached 400. The enroll- 
ment summary is as follows:

Alumni Program 

A most encouraging response was 
received from Bethanians everywhere 
to the Alumni Program which was 
launched last spring. Hundreds of 
“Pledges of Service’’ and cash contri- 
butions were received, A detailed re- 
port was to have been published in this 
issue of the Bulletin, but, because of 
lack of space, the report will be given 
in a later issue. The officers of the 
alumni association and advisory council 
wish to express their sincere apprecia- 
tion for the cooperation given them by 
the Bethany alumni in helping to make 
the alumni association an active, force- 
ful organization to the end that their 
alma mater may render an increasingly 
greater service as it turns the century. 


Bethany’s collection of zoological 
and palentilogical specimens was _ in- 
creased recently by a shipment of dino- 
saur bones from the American Museum 
of Natural History in New York City. 
These dinosaur remains were obtained 
through the efforts of Dr. B. R. Weimer, 
Head of the Biology Department. The 
kones which the college received came 
from a diplodocus dinosaur. The col- 
lection consists of a tibia, a fibula, and 
a radius and each bone weighs from 
one hundred to two hundred and fifty 
pounds apiece.
